Conversation is 
only of value as a two way street, with traffic moving in 
both directions. The reader must communicate his ideas to 
the editor in order to hold up his end of the conversation.

Enrollment Figures Top 
Second Semester 1957 


Although registration figures have dropped from the record high of 1,965 attain- 
ed the first semester of this year, the latest figures are far ahead of last year’s second 


semester. 


At last count the total number of students registered for this semester stands at 


1,820, as compared to the 1,402 re 


These figures indicate a drop of 
145 students from the total re- 
corded at the beginning of the 
Fall semester. 


The faculty has suffered the 
loss of two outstanding mathemat- 
ics instructors, Edgar Levine and 
William Gothard.
